Pennsylvania will not have a beer 
control bill in tim e for enforcem ent 
April 7, th e day 3.2 per cent beer 
can be legally sold and consum ed 
in the country through the recent 
congressional 
action, 
said 
S tate 
Senator Jo h n S. Rice today, re p ­ 
resenting th e A dam s-Franklin d is­ 
trict, in th e upper branch of th e 
state legislature. 
The 
Arendtsville 
senator 
said 
that “it is possible but wholly u n ­ 
likely” th a t th e state legislature will 
be able to pass a control bill in 
time. 
Failure of th e state legislature to 
enact a control bill will not in te r­ 
fere with th e sale and consum ption 
of beer in th is state. It will, how­ 
ever, perm it the sale of beer by 
whomever desires without the pay­ 
m ent of a license fee, thus depriv­ 
ing the state of revenue rightfully 
due under th e congressional act, 
Senator Rice said.

Effective protection to the public 
against reckless and irresponsible 
drivers is provided in senate bill 3-2, 
according to the Pennsylvania Mo­ 
tor federation, A. A. A. 
Referring 
to the bill, introduced by Senator 
Harvey, Luzerne, as one of the out­ 
standing safety m easures before the 
1933 legislature, th e federation to­ 
day issued a statem ent setting forth 
that more than 
one-third of the 
motor vehicle owners in the United 
States and over on e-h alf of those in 
Canada are 
jugulated by 
similar 
laws. 
“Nineteen Am erican 
states 
and 
six Canadian provinces have enact­ 
ed safety responsibility laws, 
pat­ 
terned after the original bill draft­ 
ed by the American Automobile as­ 
sociation, and all are working out 
satisfactorily,” 
said 
Henry 
M. 
Scharf, president of th e Gettysburg 
Motor club. 
“In O ntario more than 
7.000 drivers have been ruled off the 
highways under th is law and ap­ 
proximately half of these have fur­ 
nished the 
required proof 
of re­ 
sponsibility and had the suspension 
lifted. From all sta tes and prov­ 
inces operating under this law come 
reports of a marked decrease In mo­ 
tor accidents. 
Such a law is great­ 
ly needed 
in Pennsylvania, for it 
will reduce highw ay fatalities, les­ 
sen accidents and m ake motoring 
safe for all.” 
Provisions Outlined 
Mr. Scharf 
explained 
that Hie 
Harvey measure is not compulsory 
insurance and that It does not penal­ 
ize the careful driver. 
“A 
double 
service is performed by this bill, for 
it will take off the highw ay persons 
proved to be reckless and Incompe­ 
tent, and will do th is w ithout put­ 
ting a costly 
burden on 
careful 
drivers,” he said. 
The 
Harvey 
bill 
provides that 
whenever the departm ent of reve­ 
nue shall revoke or suspend an op­ 
erator’s license, eith er of a resi­ 
dent 
or 
non-resident, 
for 
three 
m onths or more, financial responsi­ 
bility for damages Incurred by the 
driver in question in the operation 
of a motor vehicle m ust be fur­ 
nished before the license is restored. 
This responsibility, covering a pe­ 
riod of three years from the date it 
ie filed, m ust be in the amount of 
at least $5,000 for personal injury 
to or death of any on e person, or at 
least $10,000 for personal •injury or 
death of two or m ore persons in 
any one accident. 
In addition re­ 
sponsibility for property damage up 
to $1,000 must be furnished.

vision is made that this be fur­ 
nished in the form o f an insurance 
policy issued by any carrier author­ 
ized to do business in Pennsylvania.

Lamb would probably have been a poor traveling companion, for he 
seemed happiest and w ittiest in his own home, w ith groups about him , 
and w ith the smell of dinner in the offing! 
Tagore spoke of the road over w hich a journey was m ade, ss a real 
part of the destination itself. 
I can im agine him a wonderful com panion 
—thinking m uch, saying little, but with a m ind th a t almost painted beauty 
before your eyes. 
It is said th a t Coleridge could weave out a continual stream of talk, 
and m ake a poem of all th a t he saw, when upon a journey. 
I should like to have lived in the old days for one reason a t least. 
I would like to have sat and listened to th e conversation in the stage 
coaches, and then have thrilled w ith excitem ent and talk inside th e old 
inn, a t the end of a long overland journey. 
Those glorious inns, where 
eating was an a rt—and not just som ething to get over with as soon as 
possible. 
We live in an age now, however, so glorious th a t we little appreciate 
it. The poorest of us may take our car and, in a few hours be far into 
the country—on a little journey—and refresh our whole working system. 
I t’s great to be unknown and Just a somebody traveling. 
To be known 
to those who see you in the stopping places as merely “the m an w ith the 
blue coat,” or the person “sitting over there,” or as “the one who drove 
up in th a t gray c a r!” 
Even a little journey in the town in which you live—especially if it is 
a little "big,” m ay be a valuable experience. 
I often wander for an hour 
or so am ong old antique stores, or into a sm all book shop, or “window 
shop” here and there—to my delight and pleasure.
